In their 
zeal to dispel, the BO called myth some 
of tho disputants almost raised the 
question us tn whether thuru had been 
a battle nt all at Mobile bay or u Far- 
roffut In command or oven n ship Hart- 
ford. Finally the olllcers of the.'Hart- 
ford came forward with the proof thnt 
Furragut climbed Into the shrouds In 
pursuance of his duly to see for him- 
self and that, fearing a slight wound 
might precipitate him to tho deck be- 
low, the captain of the ship'had sent 
tho quartermaster aloft with a rope to 
fasten the admiral to the rigging...The 
rope was given two or three turns 
around ForniKUt's body and then 
made fast, nnd he 'remained In that 
position until the flagship hud. passed 
the Confederate fort, which was the 
point of danger.

Aft- 
er the civil war the attention of several 
generals %vns called to an alleged phe- 
nomenon on.the battlefield where It was 
alleged soldiers killed Instantly- some- 
times retained the last attitude of life. 
Grant declared that .he had never seen 
the phenomenon and didn't believe 11 
possible.
